Taft Hears of Knox. 


Mr. Taft received the first news of the 
| constitutional question which has now 
‘been raised against the appointment of 
Mr. Knox toa cabinet position, by 
wireless yesterday, when he was ap- 
prised, not only by press messages, but 
by a dispatch giving the views of Sen- 
ator Knox. That he was somewhat 
disturbed over the situation last night 
Was admitted, but early today he re- 
ceived the news of the disposition of 
congress to amend the cabinet salary 
law by making the pay of the secretary 
of state what it was before the recent 
increase, and he was inclined to take 
this as a happy soiution of the diffi- 
culty. Pending a conference on the 
matter, which will take place between 
Mr. Taft and Senator Knox in Wash- 
ington next week, the president-elect 
regards it as impolitic to discuss the 
question for publication. 

With the return of Mr. Taft to the 
country, cabinet speculation became at 
once attractive. No information is to 
be given to the public, however, from 
the authoritative source. Mr. Taft said 
he should adhere to his previously an- 
nounced plan of keeping silent and 
also keeping cabinet appointments open 
until the very last moment, to provide 
With the least embarrassment against 
possibie contingencies. 


Hitchcock Meets Taft. 


't is regarded, however, as highly 
probable that offers of cabinet positions 
are to be made without geeat delay. 

Mr. Taft said he expected to be placed 
‘n possession of information he desired 
and had asked to be obtained for him 
during his absence, 

The arrival here this afternoon of 
Frank H. Hitchtock, who was granted 
an immediate conference, and the pres- 
ence here of J. C. Shaffer, owner of 
The Chicago Evening Post, on whose 
judgment Mr. Taft said he should 
place weight regarding cabinet aspi- 
rants from the vicinity of Chicago, 
made it apparent that cabinet activities 
have begun. 

In this connection, there was a ru- 
mor here today that J. M. Dickin- 
of Nashville, general counsel 
for the Illinois Centrai railway, was 
being considered for the war portfolio, 
but no confirmation in the way of a 
positive statement could be obtained. 

From what Mr. Taft said today, it is 
a fair inference that he has, as yet, de- 
cided on no one for the treasury port- 
folio, but that as to the other places 
his ideas are decidedly more definite. 

On the trip from Panama Mr. Taft 
made the first draft of his inaugural! 
address, This he intends to submit to 
certai nfriends in Washington on his 
forthcoming visit there next week. 


Report ef Engineers on Canal. 


The inability of the board of civil 
engineers to complete their report on 
the resolutions, regarding which their 
advice has been asked regarding the 
Panama canal, made the Washington. 
visit planned by Mr. Taft necessary. 
The engineers will go at once to Wash- 
ington to complete their work. It may 
ibe stated that their report will be a 
complete approval of present plans and 
methods on the isthmus. They will not 
only recommend the construction of 
the Gatun dam, but give it as their 
judgment that the dam wil! be per. 
fectly safe if built to a height of 115 
instead of 135 feet, thus saving expense 
ia construction. Other features of their 
report will deal with the thickness of 
cement required for the walls and floors 
of the locks; devices for handling ships 
im the locks, and the approval of the 
$10,000,000 breakwaters at Colon, the 
construction of which will create a 
harbor out of the present open road- 
stead: The failure of the engineers to 
complete their report, was said to be 
their desire for careful consideration 
regarding just the manner of stating 
their conclusions, rather than any dis- 
agreement regarding what those con- 
clusions are.

In reply to a question by Mr. Foraker, 
Mr. Hemenway said there were employ- 
ed on inspection work 3,000 men, which 
figures did not include men employed 
on the enforcement of the pure food 
law and the meat inspection law, and 
these men, he said, had ail the powers 
of secret service men. 

Roosevelt Absoutely Wrong. 

With the army of inepectors, Mr. Hem- 
enway said the government had ample 
power to bring about the detection of

tion on this subject. The repHes confirm 
the statement made by Savannah people 
who opposed the naval stores bill of 
Senator Taliaferro. The Savannah folks 
eaid there was no necessity and no popu- 
lar demand for this bill. 

Replies received from the Globe Soap 
Company; Colgate & Co., of New York,, 
and the Procter & Gamble Company, 
of Cincinnati, show that these firms 
heave no complaint to make. The Globe 
company uses ten thousand barrels of 
rosin a year, which it buys from the 
American Naval Stores Company, of 
Savannah, declared to be a trust. None 
of them ask for a federal inspection 
law. They make no charge of adultera- 
tion or misbranding. 

The department of agriculture drafted 
the bill which Senator Taliaferro will 
urge the senate committee to report as a 
substitute for his original bill.

TRUSTEE BUARD 


State Tuberculosis Sani- 
tarium Discussed. 


At First Meeting of the Trustee 
Board Committees on Rules, 
Location and Plans Are 
Named — How Sanitarium 
Will Be Conducted. 


The trustees of the state sanitarium 
for the treatment of tuberculosis, cre- 
ated under act of the last legislature, 
who re recently appointed by Gov- 
ernor Smith, held their first meeting at 
the state capitol yesterday, organized 
and appointed committees to make pre- 
liminary investigations and report to @ 
later meeting of the board. 

Organization was perfected by the 
election of Dr. T. R. Whitley, of Doug- 
las county, author of the bill, as chair- 
man of the board, end Dr. M. F. 
Carson, of Spalding county, as secretary 
and treasurer. 

The committees appointed were as fol- 
lows: 


On Rules—Captain W. G. Raoul, Dr. | 


M. F. Carson and J. D. Anderson. 

On Location—Dr. W. B. Crawford, Dr. 
Cc. F. McLain, Dr. Jeff Davis and Dr. E. 
Daniels and W. I. Harley, of Hartwell. 

On Plans—Dr. P. 8. Clark. Dr. C. H. 
Richardson, T. D. Tinsley and J. D. An- 
derson. 

These committees will investigate the 
Subjects assigned to them and report at 
@ later meeting of the trustees to .be 
called by the chair. 

Another committee was also ap- 
pointed to draft a resolution apprecia- 
tive of the interest which Governor 
Smith has shown in the matter of the 
care of consumptive convicts. 

‘The trustees first called on Governor 
Smith and afterwards held their meet- 
ing in room 306, on the third floor of 
the state capitol. Dr. Willie Westmore- 
land, president of the state board of 
health, and Dr. George Brown, represen- 
tative-elect from Fulton county, met 
with the trustees by invitation. 


Ne Large Beginning. 


The discussion Indicated that the sen- 
timent of the trustees was opposed to 
making any large or pretentious begin- 
ning. The maintenance appropriations 
granted from year to year will neces- 
sarily be small for the present, and the 
general idea seemed to be that the sani- 
tarium should now undertake only tem- 
porary treatment of patients, and act 
largely as a publicity bureau for the dis- 
Semination of the proper treatment of 
this disease. 

Views along this line were expressed 
both by Dr. Westmoreland and . Dr. 
Brown. The legislative appropriation 
given for the establishment of the sanl- 
tarium is only $26,000, of which $13,000 
ig now available, and the balance will 
be availabie next year. The amount is 
insufficient to equip a large sanita- 
rium for the accommodation of per- 
manent patients,-and it is more than 
likely that present plans will be mede 
along the lines indicated. 

Dr. W. C. Bryant, who established 
the first sanitarium for the exclusive 
treatment of tuberculosis patients in 
Georgia, near Turnervilie, in Haber- 
sham county, was in the city discussing 
the situation with the trustees. 

Dr. Bryant expressed the opinion that 
the new state institution should be lo- 
cated in the highest and dryest altitude 
which Georgia affords, and he considers 
there is no better place for this purpose 
than Habersham county. He stated that 
he was wholiy disinterested, except 
from the standpoint of a citizen and 
physician, who desires to see the move- 
ment successful. He is a firm believer 
in northeast Georgia as the proper sec- 
tion for this sanitarium.

New York, February !!i.—The cotton 
market met with quite a good deal of 
support today, but continued nervous 
and unsettled, with the close barely 
steady at a net decline of 2@6 points. 
Sales were estimated at 150,000 bales. 

The market opened steady at a de- 
chine of !1@3 points, with the active 
months selling® 2 to 4 points net lower 
right after the call, owing to disap- 
pointing cables, liquidation and local 
bear pressure. At the decline to 9.40 
for July, 
was active buying, both for the account 
of some of the large spot houses and 
through commission houses. These de- 
mands checked the downward tendency, 
and during the middle of the day prices 
sold | to § points net higher, with late 
months relatively firm. Buying orders 
were withdrawn on the advance, how- 
ever, and jJater the market again weak- 
ened, owing to talk of shipments here 
from the south for delivery on March 
contracts, liquidation by early buyers 
and a renewal of local bear pressure.

Abroad Has Routed Bears 
in Stock Market. 


New York, February 1!1.—The dul! 
strength in today 6 market was ascribed 
in a large part to foreign influences, 
and was an echo of the rout undergone 
by the bear element in the speculation 
on the London stock market.

Crops Than They Should. 


it 1s estimated that in Georgia and 
South Carolina about 60 per cent of the 
commercial fertilizers used is put under 
cotiton. On this Dasis, South Carolina 
used on her cotton lands in 1907-08 an 
average Of 290 pounds to the acre, and 
Georgia 195 pounds. South Carolina 
produced 44 pounds more cotton to the 
acre than Georgia. At lOc per pound, 
South Carolina made $4.40 per acre 
more than Georgia for the lint alone, 
and about 25c per acre additional for 
the seed, making a total gain of $4.65 
per acre ‘by the use of 95 pounds more 
commercial tertilizers. If the average 


. {cost of fertilizer was $22 per ton, the 


excess cost of this material in South 
Carolina over Georgia was $1.04 per 
acre, and the net gain in South Carolina 
over Georgia was $3.36 per acre, which, 
on the Georgia acreage, is equal to over 
$16,200,000. In other words, Georgia 
planters lost over $!6,000,000 By failure 
to use the additional 95 pounds of com- 
mercial fertilizers used by South Caro- 
ima.—tLhe Cotton Seed.
